"niateiial to the annal.s of science 
whicb will be found invaluable, in 
fact, more valuable than the actual 
discovery of the pole itself." "All 
this talk al)out the terihle daimers to 
be iiiet hefor" re.ir'i.in^- the p,,ie Is 
Sheer rot." continued Dr. Cook. "A 
man. all things taken into account, is 
Just as safe on tbe Arctic ice fields as 
he Is in New York. There are no fev- 
er germs there, no contagi(»u.s diseas- 
es, no miasmatic swamps, no sewer 
gas, no decaying vegetables, no rot- 
ting rags. Everything Is on ice. 
There is no danger In traversing the 
Ice f.elds. nor from the cold, wliieh is 
not so severe as the cut of the saline 
bla.sts on the Atlantic sea coasts." 

It is the food question, he added, 
that was the "cul de sac that closes 
up the way to the i)ole. " When this 
problem is solved, reaching the pole 
will, in his opinion, be aulte a simple 
undertaking.

New York, Sept. 19. — Detect I vos ot 
New York, Jeisey City und uilni 
nearby cities in New Jersey are work 
ing together to unravel tbe mystery 
of the death of .Mrs. Joseph Pulitizer, 
a Dane, whose nude body was lound in 
the Morris canal in the (outskirts of 
Jersey City, under circumbtuuces in- 
dicating murder. 

The busbaud ot the woman, a tailor 
of this city, was brought from Jersey 
City to police headquarters in this 
city and after being closely question- 
ed he was invited to remain at bead- 
quarters until tbe arrival- ot Captain 
Titus, chief of detectives. 

Sergeant Pbaler, IQ Charge of tbe 
detective bureau, said that Pulitzer 
told the police that he was tiut at the 
primary elections on Tuesday night 
and that when be got home he decid- 
ed to have a light rr^past and asked 
his wife l() prepare some cocoa. He 
discovered that there was none in the 
bouse and she went to get some and 
also some bread and fruit. According 
to the police. Pulif/.er learner later 
tiiat his wife had been to the bakery 
for the bread and there he lost trace 
of her. Sergeant Phaler added that 
Pulitzer had made a statement to tbe 
New York detectlvSs which was con- 
sidered so lraiK)rtant that it would 
not be made public. 

Mrs. Eva Fleming, who keeps the 
boarding bouse, where the Pulitzers 
lived at 160 West Forty-sixth street, 
said the couple bad been living there 
about four weeks; that they were 
very quiet and that she had seen Mrs. 
Pulitzer only two or three times ami 
would not be able to recognize her. 
She said Pulltser told her they had 
been mari(>d about five years. The 
story told by Mrs. Fleming about Mrs. 
Pulitzer going out for eatables on 
Tuesday ni^bt differs somewhat from 
that given out at the detective bu- 
reau. According to Mrs Fleming, 
Pulitzer told her, after his wife's 
disappearance and bef(jre it was 
known she had been murdered that 
he bad come home at about 11 o'clock 
Tuesday night feeling sick and that 
his wife sggested she would get some 
fruit for him. He tuld h.'r that, the 
Streets were crowded with men who 
had been attending the primaries and 
that It would not be wise for her to 
go out She disregarded his advice 
however, and taking off some of her 
Jewelry, went out for the fruit and 
that was tbe last he saw of her unti 
he identified her body in the Jersey 
City morgue. 

The central office had lieen notified 
by the Newark police to be on the 
lookout for a black runabout with sol- 
id rubber tires and also for a small 
bay horse, both of which have been 
missing from the livery stable Of a 

man named .Mnlllns. 

Tbe police sa>- iliai I'lilitzer form 
erly bad a business of bis own, but 
gave It up and of late baa been work 
ing at times for his brother, who bas 
a tailor store In this city. 

C. M. Pulitzer, a t)rother of Joseph, 
living at 11 Waverly Place, called at 
police beadquarters and was closeted 
with the detectives who are working 
on the case. 

When the lirotber left headquart- 
ers he said he had simply called to 
Bee Joseph Pulitzer and that he bad 
no connection with the caae. 

Captain Titus said that the murder- 
ed wiiman's hiisliand wa.« in tlie hands 
of two detectives and tiiat they woiibl 
go over the grouml thorcjughly. The 
captain said he believed that Pulit- 
zer's stoy was the. truth. 

Th theory of Chief of Police Mu^ 
phy of Jersey City, is that the woman 
was killed in New Yrok and that the 
body was brought across tbe river on 
a ferryboat and taken In a wagon to 
where It was found. The chief thinks 
that some one who admired the wo- 
man killed her in a tit of jealousy. He 
does not believe robbery was the mo- 
tive. 

The 20-pound weight which was at 
tached to the strap that was fastened 

alxjut the dead woman's waist was 
Identified as the property of Charles 
B. Evans, who keeps a stable in Ho- 
boken. Mr. Evans say that early 
Wednesday evening a man entere<i 
the stable and said he wanted a rig 
that was cai^ble of carrying a large 
valise. A hitching strap and weight 
which he asked for was given to him

INTO AN OPEN SWITCH.

The train at 
Leesbiirg plunged into an open switch 
and bumped into the rear end of a 
freight train standing on the siding 
The accident occurred about 8:20 v 
m. 

An the train was going at the rati 
of 40 miles an hour, the havoc 
wrought was terrible. The engine 
was dashed to pieces and turm il over 
on its side, killing Kn!:ini er I'hilip 
Roe of this city and i'ireiiian Charles 
Studor, also of Chillicotbe. Tbe bag 
gage car was lifted from tbe trucks 
and thrown over the tender of the en 
gine. The mail clerks and ijaggage 
master were injured. 

One mail clerk, E. L. Stuck of Love- 
land, Ohio, was seriously injured 
Clerks Baumgardner and Hanger 
were but slightly hurt. Tho smoker 
was lifted from tbe trucks but re 
mained in an upright position. The 
next car, known as the ladies' car 
was turned upside down and being 
filled with pasengers. many were in 
jured. Their injuries wirh t!ie excep- 
tion of .Mrs. Sellers of Wellston. be- 
ing slight and consisting of bruises 
and cut from glass and falling arti- 
cles. Tbe two sleepers, the dining 
ear and r;( in ral Superintendent 1. d 
Itawn's private car were not turnt<l 
ovf r but were bumped from the 
tracks and from the trucks. The 
wreck caused the wires to be knocked 
down and eummunicaf ion with the di-

Later the wire was working hut 
news from the wreck was very mea- 
ger. The injured and wotinded were 
brought to this city and taken to the 
Warner House, where pbysiciaus at- 
tended to their injuries. Tbe dead 
were taken to their homes here. Mrs 
Sellers of Wellston, O., was the only 
pasenger seriously hurt.

Other de- 
puties quickly rushed In and Hernia 
was finally overpowered, and j-i cnre 
ly strapped. He was tlu n pi.n e i m 
a chair and cariieii tu the t;alii.w-- 
his clothing dripping wet. He was 
lifted from the cbair and the noose 
quickly adjusted about his neck. The 
sheriff then asked him if he had any- 
thing to say He replied m a weak 
voice: "(Jood bye all Excuse me." 

The drop was then sprung and Her- 
nia died of strangulation. The con- 
demned man during the night asked 
frequently for wbisKy and he refused 
to eat his breakfast when whisky was 
refused. He smashed a chair in his 
cell and two priests who were with 
him had great difficulty in calming 
him. 

Hernia shot Kanter on March 4 last 
because the latti i ',vould not sell him 
five cents worth of dog meat. Kanter 
explained that his supply was ex- 
hausted, but Hernia pretended not to 
believe him and upon a second re- 
fusal later In the day shot Kanter.
